INASMUCH  as  Samuel  Thompson,  son  of  William,  married  the  widow 
of  h^s  first  cousin  Benjamin  Thompson,  the  natural  assumption  is  that 
William  had  at  least  one  brother  of  the  name  of  Thompson,  end  that 
both  of  these  men  had  a  father  of  the  same  patronym, whose  luentity  is 
as  yet  unknown  to  his  descendants.  To  which  branch  of  tne  numerous 
families  of  THOMPSON- -Quakers  or  Presbyterians— resident  in  the  ev¬ 
inces  of  New  Jersey  and  Pennsylvania  in  the  period  immediately  pre¬ 
ceding  the  Revolutionary  War  they  belonged,  is  not  yet  known,  but  l 
is  logical  to  believe  that  the  Thompsons  of  Mendham  and  Connecticut 
Farms  may  be  the  ,arent  stock.  Color  is  given  to  this  theory  y 

the  similarity  of  given  names, and  the  Presbyterian  faiin  oi  lue  ieiai- 
lies  The  names  Jonathan  and  Aaron  and  Alexandei ,  all  gi /en  to  the 
elder  children  of  William  Thompson,  and  since  transmitted  to  some  of 
William’s  posterity,  are  also  found  among  the  Morris  County  and  Union 
County  Thompsons  of  the  present-day  generations,  as  well  ^as  their 
immediate  ancestry.  The  Thompsons  who  settled  in  Mendhem,  Morris  Co., 
in  1713,  came  from  Connecticut, and  were  close  kin  of  the  Thompsons  of 
Elizabeth  and  Connecticut  Farms.  However,  there  weie  two  William 
Thompsons, beside  Janet  and  Alexander  Thompson  who  came  on  the  Henry 
and  Francis*, direct  from  Scotland  to  Perth  Amboy,  m  Lord  Hell  Cav- 
bell’s  party  in  December,  16o5,  who  have  to  be  legarded  as  po-osiple 
ancestors.  Data  that  existed  even  a  generation  back,uuring  tne  in e- 
time  of  Charity  Thompson(Mrs.  Calvin  Davis  oi  Toledo,  Cm o) ,  ^nly 
daughter  of  the  above-mentioned  Benjamin  Thompson.&i-  arently  penshea 

with  her  death  in  June  .look. 


ABOUT  four  years  after  his  marriage  to  Helen  Permelia^ Freese  in 
18L3.  my  t-rrandf  athei  .Henry  Thompson  purchased  a  Family  Bi  ole,  described 
as  WH.«  B.Phinney  fs  Steieotype  Suition  of  the  Holy  Bible,  Coo^^rst  ^..n, 
N.Y.  Ihh7".  Therein  he  copied  the  record  of  his  father’s  family,  irom 
his  old  family  Bible,  then  probably  in  the  possession  of  his  Mother, 
Sochi a  Vail  Thompson,  then  living  in  Hunterdon  County, N.J.  It  is  sup¬ 
posed  that  this  Bible  was  U  ken  West  to  Illinois  by  Mrs.  Thompson, and 
upon  her  death  in  lo47,  parsed  to  her  daughter  Mary  (j&rs.  Watson  hitten 

house  Heath) , ultimately  coming  into  tne  possession  of  her  son  Ed  van 
Vivian  Heath,  whose  wife, nee  Cl era  Hartman,  destroyed  it, either  by 
accident  or  design. 

The  Henry  Thompson  Bible  above-mentioned,  upon  the  death  of  my 
grandfather, passed  into  possession  of  his  daughter  Jennie  Thompson 
(Mrs.  Stephen  S. Summers) of  Delhi, later  of  Manchester , I owa,  who  prom¬ 
ised  tt  to  the  writer.lt  was  in  possession  of  her  adopted  daughter, 
Blanche  Summers  (Mrs.  Ralph  Conger ),  until  acquired  by  JohnQ  g  Thompson 
of  Des  Moines ,Iowa,  who  presented  it  to  my  oldest  sister, Irene  Steven¬ 
son^  Mrs. W. Clinton  Arnold) of  Chicago, who  sold  it  to  the  present  owner,

The  amount  of  the  estate  was  $10&9.k3.  Among  items  are  notes  of  Thomas 
Alexande r  (  $33 . 00 ) ,  Ge orge  Andrews  ($6.63)  and  Jf  rr.es  Frees  ($50.00);!  bat 
teaux  and  sx o op,  glass,  cr  oc  ke  ry  ,  bar— r worn  tin,  tablecloths,  Ir^ueure  in 
bar,  with  k  kegs,  etc.  Family  tradition  had  it  that  tne  Thompsons 

were  inn-keepers  for  gene  rati ons.  The  tradition  attaching  also  to  the 
Freese  Family  with  whom  they  later  intermarried, may  have  become  cred¬ 
ited  to  the  Thompsons.  In  this  connection  it  mi^ht  oe  well  to  record 
tne  fact  tnat  A  Dram  Defreea,  Heading,  was  licensee  by  the  Court  of 
-Hun  ter  a  on  County  in  the  May  term,  1  /<>#■,  to  keep  tavern,  Peter  Bodine  and 
John  Gonnet  bein^,  giv^n  as  sureties.  The  only  court  reference  to

Among  the  tavern  licenses  tnen  is¬ 
sued  are  those  of  Mill  mg  Th  oms  on ,  D-  n  1  e  1  Brink,  Ryneer  Van  Syckle,  Peter 
Vansyckle, Aar  on  Vansyckle  and  Matthew  Thompson. ( The  latter  kept  tavern 

in  Flemington.but  there  is  nothing  to  point  to  relationship  with  Wil¬ 
liam).  T iie  writer  is  positive  that  the  old  W&rfoju  House  in  Fr ench town 

is  Identical  with  the  Alexandria  Hotel  of  which  William  Thomson  was 

proprietor  at  the  time  of  his  death. He  slept  there  one  ni*^ht  in  April, 

19k?, and  examined  it  closely.

The  date  of  the  wedaing  of  William  and  Sophia  Thompson  is  not  given 
in  the  7f.mily  Bible, although  it  is  aasumed  to  oe  in  Autumn,  1790, when 
the  bride  was  just  under  14  jears  of  ate.  Both  tne  Bible  and  riex  tomo 
atone  in  old  Dunham  Township  Cemetery  near  Capron.Xll.giye  ner  name 
solelv  as  -Sophia  Thomson";  but  family  tradition  has  it  that  hex  n=me 
wee  SooMajaii*  Ei-li^ent  search  through  all  the  published  records  ox 
the 'Vail  families  of  New  Jersey  fail  to  find  hex  name.  Her  grandson, 
Fenrv  Haxxison  Heath.  Killingly  .Connecticut,  in  a  letter  to  Geoxt,e  J. 
Stevens  on,  clate^~A!I£.15. 1917 ,  eaye:  "X  was  unuer  the  impression  th^t 
my  grandmother *  s  maiden  name  was  « Van  Sickle*  (am  not  suie  of  ^  the 
s oe llinr  K  . .

Henrv  Thomoson  was  a  merchant  tailor, as  were  several  of 
brothers , Samuel, Franklin, J ohn  ana  Isaac, who  worked  with  him  in  various 
Places. Thev  moved  to  Hew  York  City  in  the  administration  of  Pre^iaont 
John  Guincv  Adams, and  family  tradition  has  it  that  Henry  s  tailoring 
K  Sal  burnefoit  in  the  treat  New  York  fire  of  1855.
